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It's History

he farm house that overlooked Eastham’s 
Salt Pond for more than a century became 
history Tuesday by a bulldozer driven by 
Steven Duane of the Sandcon Corporation. 

The condition of the house had been deteriorat- 
ing rapidly over the past seven or eight years as 
funds for federal maintenance dried up. The fate 
of the house was sealed when its owner, the Cape 
Cod National Seashore, decided it would be too 
expensive to repair the dilapidated structure. 
(Estimates ran in the $400,000 range). 

Several attempts were made to save the house 
by various groups including the Eastham 
Historical Society, but the cost was prohibitive. In 
the course of its history, the Salt Pond House has 
served as a post office, a tavern and a single-fami- 
ly dwelling. Most recently it was used as staff 
housing for National Seashore personnel. This 
practice was stopped three years ago when the 
house was declared unsafe for habitation. 

While many neighbors were happy to see the 
demolition occur so that their view of the Salt 
Pond area would be enhanced, at least one neigh- 
bor expressed regret that the familiar old building 
was gone.
